HARnMSBURG. PA.. May 11..The Eastern exoress of the Pennsylvania

railroad, going at full speed, ran Into a freight train at 1:10 o'clock this morn¬

ing in South Harrisburg. Two cars of the, freight were loaded with dynamite
and three terrific explosions followed.

Both trains were piled In a mass of wreckage, which Immediately took
fire ano many smaller explosions followed.

It it estimated that 50 .-.re dead anil 100 injured. Definite figures cannot
be had at tills hour, as the blazing mass is unapproachable and many people
are pinned in the debris.
Three terrific explosions, that broke windows all over the city, followed

ana the two trains were completely wre-.-ked and took fire.
It was estimated at 3 o'clock that fifty persons were killed and 100 injured-

thong!! these figures may be too small.
Many of the passengers and some members of the train crews are pinned

in the debris and many small explosions occurred continually.
When the first explosion occurred, bodies were thrown clear out of thr

berths In the sleeping cars, many landing down the railroad embankment
and seme even having been hurled into the Susquehnnna river, which par¬
allels the railroad in that locality.

Two Russian Cruisers Arrive off St.
James With Instructions For

Admiral Nebogatoff.

SAIGON. COCHIN-CHINA, May 10.
.The. RuFsian cruiser .lenitchug nnd
the Russian auxiliary cruiser Rlon. be¬
longing (o Admiral Rojestvensky's
squadron, arrived off Cope St. James,
near here, during the night of May 8,
and left yesterday morning nt. the re¬
quest of the governor of French Indo¬
China
These cruisers which brought in¬

structions for Rear Admiral Nebogatoff
anchored three or four miles off shore
A heavy sea was running, exposing a
good deal of the warships' hulls which
were quite free front barnacles or sen
weed. The ships appeared tc have tin
usually large crews and the men all
seemed in good health.

The main Russian squadron is Raid
to ne well provisioned, but to be short
of tobacco and cigars.

It is considered likely here that Ne-
l-Wgaloff'a division has already passed
Cape St James.

Martial law was proclaimed at Z.ohi-
loinir today. Tlie city is filled with
troops and order generally is restored,
though Individual cases of violence arc
si ill occurring arid a renewal of the
tiding is feared Saturday evening and
Sunday next.

Stores, which have boon barricaded
Iii fear of liiinu'is. arc gradually reop¬
ening, and ordinary life In the city is
resuming. Tli-j same private advices
Ining news of a further nflll-Scmitjc
out break in Onslynin. in the province
of Warsaw, in wliich many Jews were
injured and houses pillaged. Nt fa¬
talities, however, are reported, but
Jewish circles litre fear further devel¬
opments, not only in Zohitomlr and
(icstyuiii. hut also In other localities
along the Polish frontier, when; the
Jewish element is numerous and the
ami- Semitic sentiment strong.
The official account at ZehHomir

credits the origin of the rioting to nn
encounter between a parly of Jews
who were boat riding and some roughs
on the bank of the river. The latter
stoned the Jews who defended them¬
selves w';i> revolvers, wounding sev¬
eral of the attacking party, hut not
seriously. Reports of the encounter
(Illicitly spreading, aroused the "Chris¬
tian" populace to frenzy. The Jews
also -handed together for mutual pro¬
tection. The disorder culminated on
May 7. in a pitched battle between
Jews and, "Christians" in the public
square In the centre of the city.

Ready to Arbitrate.
Declaring that the workers will

abide by .the leois^oii of aji.aj lutwitpjv
even should Hin: decision fnll to he nil
that might he hoped for. the appeal
to the President closes with the re-
quest'that he consider nil the facts in
lite case before lie permits any abuse
of federal power in complying with n
request for troops.
The committee presenting the pro¬

tect was received by the President in
person at the Auditorium Annex.
The President told them Hint no de¬

He said.he
regretted that the protest should have
spoken of the federal army as '.t did.
lie declared that Mayor Dunne had
his hearty support In suppressing mob
violence ar.d concluded:

SAPULPA, I. T., May 11..1:30 a. m..At 11:40 o'clock last night the dis¬patcher for 'Frisco line in this city, received a report from Enid, O. T., ad¬vising »hat a tornado has struck Snydor, Okla., wrecking the town and killing500 people, among whom was J. M. Log.m. the station agent of the 'Frisco atthat town.
The reo.uest came also for assistance. On the strength of the report thedispatcher ordered a relief train with physicians to be sent from Chicka-saw, I. T.. and Quanah. Texas.
The wire between Snyder and Sapupla went down about 10 p. m.OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLA., May 11..The telephone operator at Hobart,thirty-two miles ncrth of Snyder, states that it '.a believed in Hobart that500 peopl» have been killed and injur ed. Every one who can reneer assist¬ance in the capacity of physician, nurse or other necessary work has goneon the special train which left Hcbart .shortly before 2 o'clock.
